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This  booklet  provides  an  historical  record  of  the  projects  jointly  funded  under  the 
National  Literacy  Program  in  the  province  of  Alberta  from  the  inception  of  the 
program  in  1987.  Although  projects  appear  listed  in  a chronological  format,  the  index 
at  the  end  of  the  booklet  provides  a system  of  cross  referencing  projects  by  subject 
matter  to  assist  readers  who  have  an  interest  in  a specific  area. 

Background  to  The  National  Literacy  Partnership  Strategy  Program 

The  National  Literacy  Partnership  Strategy  (NLPS)  is  an  example  of  provincial 
and  federal  governments  working  together  with  community  groups  to  promote  literacy 
across  Canada. 

The  program  came  into  being  in  1987  when  the  Government  of  Canada 
annoimced  that  $110  M was  to  be  provided  for  a literacy  program  which  would 
encourage  cooperation  with  the  provinces,  territories,  and  the  private  sector  in  the 
establishment  of  innovative  term  certain  literacy  projects  over  a period  of  5 years.  A 
National  Literacy  Secretariat  was  established  within  Multiculturalism  and  Citizenship 
Canada  to  work  closely  with  provinces,  territories,  volimteer  and  community  groups, 
labour  and  the  private  sector  in  the  funding  of  literacy  projects. 

In  Alberta 

Over  the  past  four  years,  representatives  of  the  Government  of  Alberta  have 
maintained  a close  working  relationship  with  federal  representatives  from  the 
National  Literacy  Secretariat  and  regional  representatives  of  Multiculturalism  and 
Citizenship  Cemada.  To  determine  which  proposals  wo\ild  receive  funding  through  the 
NLPS,  an  inter-government  committee  was  established. 

The  Process 

A sub-committee  of  the  interdepartmental  Alberta  Literacy  Policy  Development 
Committee  meets  with  officials  from  the  National  Literacy  Secretariat  and  regional 
representatives  of  Multiculturalism  and  Citizenship  Canada  to  review  all  proposals 
and  to  make  recommendations  for  the  final  approval  of  projects.  Final  approval  for 
projects  comes  from  the  National  Literacy  Secretariat  in  Ottawa. 

The  criteria  used  for  project  approval  are  as  follows: 

1)  the  project  must  be  an  innovative  demonstration/research  project 

2)  the  project  must  have  a specific  completion  date 

3)  the  project  have  a strong  evaluative  element 

4)  the  project  be  judged  useful  to  others  in  similar  situations  in  Alberta 

5)  the  project  must  serve  a limited  clientele 

6)  the  project  must  show  the  effectiveness  of  a particular  approach 
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Present  Projects 

Funded  projects  represent  a wide  spectrum  of  activities  involving  local  and 
provincial  literacy  organizations,  the  Alberta  Vocational  Colleges,  public  and  private 
colleges,  universities,  bbraries,  pubUc  and  separate  school  boards  and  social  service 
agencies. 

The  projects  which  have  been  funded  in  Alberta  to  date  fall  within  the  following 
categories: 

• establishment  of  networks 

• hteracy  resources  for  the  community 

• workplace  literacy 

• conferences  and  special  events 

• preventative  literacy 

• learning  materials  and  curriculum 

• special  needs  or  specialized  clientele 

In  1987-88,  $140,000  was  contributed  to  literacy  efforts  in  Alberta.  In  1988  - 
89,  total  provincial  and  federal  contributions  to  the  NLPS  were  $1.35  million.  In  1989 
- 90  an  additional  $1.76  million  was  spent  on  literacy  projects  and  the  projected  total 
for  1990  - 91  is  $950,000.  In  total,  federal  and  provincial  contributions  to  literacy 
through  the  NLPS  amoimt  to  $4.2  million. 

The  projects  outlined  on  the  following  pages  describe  the  many  and  varied 
approaches  to  meeting  the  need  for  literacy  education  in  unique  ways.  The  names  and 
phone  numbers  of  project  contacts  are  provided  if  further  information  is  required.
